So, 
Dewey took over himself. He al- 
jowed himself a week for each 
chapter, dictating it to a machine.

One thing emerges from the 
book. It is people—and their im- 
portance. Dewey was on a lengthy 
trip and he had to hurry. But, he 
refused to make it an ‘‘official’’ 
trip. He did the wise thing and 
insisted on seeing village life and 
on having interpreters enable him 
to discuss things 
and workers.

CHICAGO, July 15 — Democrats 
seeking a strong civil rights plank 
in their party platform for 1952— 
one of the biggest issues of both 
national conventions meeting here 
—were looking today to Senator 
Lehman of New York to lead an 
attack against civil rights legisla- 
tion’s greatest obstacle, the Senate 
filibuster. 


A filibuster ensues when the 
Senate’s privilege of unlimited de- 
bate is employed to block mea- 
sures from consideration and vote. 
It has been employed successfully

in employment because of race, 
color, religion or national origin, 
have been offered. 


The only way to stop a filibuster 
in the Senate is to invoke the 
closure rule. This can be done only 
if a ‘“‘constitutional’’ two-thirds— 
that is 64 members—votes to ap- 
ply the gag. 

The Senate is historically so 
proud of its freedom to deliberate 
without restrain that it has refused 
thus far to settle for less than the 
demands of two-thirds of its en- 
tire membership to curb debates. 

The drive now  afoot—which 
civil rights leaders hope will get 
the leadership of Senator Lehman 
—is to declare for a change in 
Senate rules that would make the 
imposition of closure more pos- 
sible, if not probable. 

Lehman is author of a bill that 
received no comsideration in the 
recently adjourned Congress under 
which closure could be imposed

John Gunther: The Eisenhower Story 


(This is the fourth in a@ series on the life of Dwight Eisenhower 
by the famous biographer and author of “Inside Europe,” “Inside 
U. S. A.” and other books.) 


Eisenhower was probably the most popular American who_has 
ever lived and worked in Europe, with Americans and Europeans 
both. He became head of SHAPE (Supreme Headquarters, Allied 
Powers in Europe) early in 1951. SHAPE is a kind of ‘‘little Penta- 
gon” out in the woods near Paris, and a case may be made that 
running it is the most important job in the democratic world, next. 
to one. The other one is also something that Eisenhower is inter- 
ested in, the presidency of the United States. 

As commander of SHAPE Eisenhower was strictly an inter- 
national official, holding a post for which there is no peacetime 
precedent. The joke was sometimes made that he was only one- 
twelfth an American, since he was theoretically responsible not to 
Mr. Truman or the Joint Chiefs of Staff in Washington but to a 
council comprising 12 different nations, of which the United States 
is only one. In actuality of course he assumed the onerous SHAPE 
job for one reason and one reason only—to contribute toward de- 
fending and preserving the American way of life. 

In any case it was Eisenhower who was on the firing line. Had 
the Russians attacked in Europe, it was he who would have been 
responsible for holding them. By pushing a button, he could set

MOFFETT FIELD, Calif.. July 15—(INS)—A plane that travels 
twice as fast as the speed of sound has been developed by United 
States aevenautical engineers. 

Ames Laboratory officials of the 
National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics have confirmed that 
a Douglas Skyrocket zoomed 
through the air Saturday at speeds 
estimated to be more than 1,300 
miles an hour.

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What's Preventing 
Steel Settlement? 


Although new steel parleys have ap- 
parently broken down again over the 
explosive union shop issue, President 
Trumah should continue his efforts to 
force a settlement. The strike now goes 
into its 45th day and its impact is just 
beginning to be felt in the national 
economy. 

The dispute already has cost 13,500,- 
000 tons of steel and more than $300,- 
000,000 in lost wages. Its effect on the 
national economy will run into a cost 
of billions and will manifest itself in 
hundreds of ways during the months 
ahead—even should the strike be set- 
tled now. 


Already more than 500,000 workers 
in other industries have been laid off on 
its account. The number grows daily. 


We appreciate the diligence of Ellis 
Arnail in insisting that ‘steel plants are 
not entitled to more than $3 a ton in- 
crease under the present economic con- 
trol laws. He has turned down de- 
mands of three steel companies for price 
increases ranging from $5.50 to $6 per 
ton to cover the higher wage costs the 
steelworkers are demanding. The com- 
panies had retreated from earlier de- 
mands for $12 hikes. 


However, if Mr. Arnall’s adamant 
stand prevents an early settlement, the 
loss to the country will be greater than 
if the increases were granted—as even- 
tually they would be anyway if we 
judge from the past. A compromise 
from $12 to half that amount would be a 
moral victory for price stabilization if 
nothing else. ’ 

It seems that this price snag will be 
no serious bar to peace in the steel in- 
dustry, since the order for a general 
price increase can be issued by acting 
Defense Mobilizer Dr. John R. Steelman, 
regardless of Arnall’s views. The gov- 
ernment is willing, and we believe the 
country is now willing, to accept the 
compromise and that Arnall will accept 
the decision of higher authority since 
he-is already on record as opposing it. 


So what is holding up settlement? 


Actually the causes seem quite trivial. 
Wages have become less of an issue 
than union security since most com- 
panies have agreed on wage hikes satis- 
factory to the steelworkers. 


One wonders if the union’s leaders 
are more interested in union security 
than in that of the nation. If they are 
not, they will accept the biggest pack- 
age of benefits ever offered to steel- 
workers and forego some of the frills 
designed primarily to increase the power 
and prestige of the labor leaders. 

The industry has made its biggest 
concessions in its entire history. The 
workers will find more public sym- 
pathy on their side if, in the interest of 
the national security and national eco- 
nomic stability, they will forego a few 
of the “extras” “they are demanding.

Movement Grows 


CHICAGO—The need for reform in our 
method of nominating candidates for presi- 
dent and vice-president was glaringly dem- 
onstrated in the Republican Party’s conven- 
tion here last week.

For the lack 

of any real direction from 

the Democratic rank and 

file as to a choice among 

their basketful of candi- 

dates will be even more 

apparent than was the 

case in the bitter tug-of- 

war between the two ob- 

viously leading candi- 

dates for the Republican 

nomination—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 

the winner, and Sen. Robert A. Taft, the 
loser. 


The time was never more propitious for 
breaking this pattern and establishing a 
more democratic one, Public interest never 
was higher, perhaps, over the choice of 
presidential candidates than this year. Con- 
sequently, the sense of frustration and let- 
down never has been more intense, with 
the public realization that it was possible to 
express some sort of choice in only 17 states. 


Luckily, all this has produced agitation 
for a more direct and democratic method. 
The way.-is offered in proposed bills and 
constitutional amendments pending in Con- 
gress for a national presidential primary 
that would permit all the people to express 
a choice. A group of Democratic Party 
leaders, including some of the candidates 
for the presidential nomination, is seeking a 
platform commitment for such a national 
primary. That, at least, would be a start. 


This is not to deny that public opinion, in 
indirect ways, can have its effect. That it 
did notably in the public outrage over South- 
ern delegates in the Republican convention. 
That gave the convention a semblance of 
what the victorious Eisenhower forces called 
it—a ‘‘people’s convention.’’ It seems plain, 
too, that General Eisenhower is the rank- 
and-file Republican choice. But, with a na- 
tional primary, this would have been estab- 
lished beyond a doubt, 

Having picked the popular choice for 
president, this so-called ‘‘people’s conven- 
tion’? then turned its back completely on 
the democratic process in its final act—the 
selection of a _ vice-presidential candidate, 
which is aside from the wisdom of its choice. 

We have become cynical about the arbi- 
trary manner in which the _ presidential 
nominee and a handful.of leaders pick a 
vice-presidential candidate. But, in observ- 
ing much of that in 28 years of covering na- 
tional conventions, this reporter never saw 
it done so highhandedly as in the ‘‘nomi- 
nation’”’ of Sen. Richard M. Nixon of Cali- 
fornia. 

The delegates, weary from their long 
and exhausted from their final 
whooping over the general’s nomination, 
sat patiently in the hall afterward waiting 
for “the word’ on the _ vice-presidential 
nominee. They had heard vague rumors, 
These were confirmed when they saw re- 
porters and photographers gather about the 
box in which Mrs. Nixon sat, and watched 
as she talked into a microphone, and ob- 
served the senator being hauled out of the 
California delegation to pose for phptog- 
raphers. The roll still had not been called 
for nominations. It was, of course, in due 
time. His name alone was placed in noml- 
nation, and the delegates voted, state after 
state, like so many automatons. 

That was it—with no choice whatever.

Seeing Brazil by Bus Proves Tough 
For Man Who Knows No Portuguese 


SAO PAULO, Brazil.—Wherever you are, 
it’s time to move on to fresh scenes when 
you find yourself riding in a taxicab read- 
ing over an old letter from home instead of 
watching and absorbing the sights and 
scenes ‘around you. 

I left Rio with no regret. It’s a beautiful 
city, one of the most beautiful in the world, 
but after five weeks even the loveliest city 
begins to pall. You begin 
to drive by the fabulous 
Sugar Loaf without even 
seeing it, and you give 
only a casual glance at 
the white surf creaming 
in to shore, :and_ the 
throngs taking the sun on 
the beaches. The Rio resi- 
dent, the Carioca, is a 
man of wit and charm 
and gayety, but after 
awhile even hé begins to 
pall on you—as you, no doubt have be- 
gun to pall on him. So within an hour, I 
was packed and gone and glad to be travel- 
ing again, 

This time, remembering the days when 
I. used to ride over Georgia on the bus, 
figuring ‘that the best way to see the 
country and its people is to travel its roads, 
not its airways, I chose to ride the bus from 
Rio to Sao Paulo. Naturally, being unable 
to speak the language, I had a little trouble, 
for bus stations are the same all over the 
world—crowded, and confused, and full of 
bewildered people. 

When I got out of the taxicab all I 
could tell the porter who grabbed my bags 


was “Sao Paulo omnibus’’—pronounced 
‘‘ooomniboose’’—so he set out through the 
station at a great rate, headed for a bus 
that was already being loaded, with me 
clattering along behind carrying an overcoat, 
a typewriter, a brief case and an arm load 
of magazines, trying to tell him I didn’t 
have a ticket and my bus wouldn't leave for 
half an hour. 


But he couldn't understand and just kept 
hustling me on, and he loaded my. bags 
aboard and held out hand for his tip and dis- 
appeared. Then the driver discovered I had 
no ticket and there was a great sputtering 
in Portuguese. Finally ‘a little man came up 
with a ticket and handed it to me and 
pointed to the price, which said 115 cruzeiros. 
And I figured he had a ticket he wasn’t going 
to use so I bought it and climbed on the 
bus and plunked myself down in the first 
empty seat. Then some character with a 
moustache came aboard and started talk- 
ing to me in Portuguese and telling me to 
move. . 


I was just about to tell him to go blow 
his nose when he pointed to his ticket, which 
had a number on it and then he pointed to 
the number on the seat I was in. Then he 
grabbed my ticket and pointed to the number 
on it, and pointed to the back of the bus. 
So I finally got the drift. On these buses you 


make a reservation, as you do on a train, 


and your ticket is for a specific seat. So I 
went back and found mine, which was on 
the long seat across the back, and I sat 
there, wedged in betweem four other char- 
acters, for six solid hours.
